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INTRODUCTION 


The Ministry of Culture and Recreation, through the 
Native Community Branch, undertook a demographic study of 
Metis and Non-Status Indians in Ontario during the period 
of October, 1978 to August, 1979. Five regions comprising 
66 communities, and over 5,000 Metis and Non-Status Indians 
(MNSI) were included in the survey. The objectives of the 
research were identified as follows: 


1. to provide more accurate statistics on Metis and 
Non-Status Indians throughovt Ontario; 


2. to complement this demographic study with a 
profile of each community studied, with particular 
reference to resources; 


3. to use demographic data and community profiles 
to examine special need areas and to consider 
individval communities within a provincial perspective. 


In addition to the demographic information collected, 
community profiles for each of the 66 localities were 
developed. These profiles include information on transportation, 
housing, government and non-government services, community 
programs and developments, organizational affiliations, 
major employers, and the MNSI population. Part II of 
the publication provides the community profiles and the 
demographic data for individual communities. Only those 
communities with more than five Metis and Non-Status 
Indian households were included. Of the 66 localities 
surveyed, 50 are presented in individual form; the remaining 
16 are available on request from the Native Community 
Branch. Many of these community profiles are also available 


in the Northerne Ontario’ Directory) a publication of the 


Ministry of Northern Affairs. 


Part I of the publication includes the analysis 
of the demographic data and comparisons with other demographic 
Studies. Statistical tables present an analysis of the 
total population group on such factors as educational 
achievement, employment, social welfare assistance, and 
housing conditions.
